Marguerite 
leasing 
puzzles 
sea unions 


Transport Minister Jack 
Davis says the government 
has changed Its mind about 
selling the steamship Princess 
Marguerite and now intends 
to lease it. 

But some union officials 
were puzzling Thursday over 
his claim that a private lease 
arrai^am^ would help solve 
wage negotiation problems. 

CapL Amie Davis, Van¬ 
couver secretary o4 the Cana¬ 
dian Merchant Service Guild, 
said the reasoning seemed 
vague, but added: 

"That isn’t surprising. His 
mouth seems to be running 
ahead of his brain." 

Earlier this month the 
transport minister was ac¬ 
cused of trying to "scuttle" 
the Marguerite by rejecting 
tentative contract settlements 
between the government- 
formed B.C. Steamship Co. 
and three unions, including 
the guild. He said the pro¬ 
posed settlements called for 
wage Increases of 25 to 30 per 
cent and surpassed die feder¬ 
al anti-inflation guidelines. 

But in Thursday’s an¬ 
nouncement he said it was 
hoped the leasing of the ship 
would enable it to sail as 
scheduled by May 18, 

The minister’s announce¬ 
ment was contained in a news 
release. He was unavailable 
for comment. 

He said in the wmdunce- 
ment that a decision would be 
made before the end of next 
week <m which company 
would take over the ship's 
operation. 

The government is inviting 
bids for the lease. Two pri¬ 
vate groups have indicated in¬ 
terest. 

Both groups, according to 
the minister, are prepar^ to 
c^erate it on the Victoria- 
Seattle run and use it for ad¬ 
ditional cruises. 

"A private lease arrange¬ 
ment would help to solve 
problems." the news release 
said. 

"One is satisfactory negoti¬ 
ations of wage rates with the 
unions involved. The other is 
securing suitable terminal fa¬ 
cilities in Seattle. 

"A private company could 
work out arrangements both 
with the unloru and the port 
authority in Seattle better 
than the government could." 

Replied the other Davii (the 
guild's Capt. Amie); 

"As far as we were con¬ 
cerned we were dealing with 
a private company In the first 
pdace->« crown corporation. 
We treat them the same 
way.’* 


The recommended one-year 
8 per cent wage increase 
equals the minimum guide¬ 
line. but cost-of-living fea¬ 
tures and fringe benefits swell 
the offering to bey<^d the 12- 
per-oent maximum mark. 

Reliable union sources said 
the public "<^en overiooks" 
the fact that the guidelines 
are concerned with the total 
package. 

Involved in this case are the 
recommendations of Industri¬ 
al Inquiry Commissioner Bert 
Blair for a master agreement 
covering members of the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union who 
staff nearly every major hos¬ 
pital In the province. 

Blair was appointed in mid- 
December when negotiators 
for HEU and the Health 
Labor Relations Association 
failed to make headway in 
their talks. His report was 
turned in recently to Labor 
Minister Allan Williams and 
relayed to both parties in the 
dispute. 

The Ia.st agreement expired 
at the end of last year. 

The union executive has 
recommended acceptance and 
the membership is to com¬ 
plete a ratification vote by 
next Friday. The HLRA ratlfi- 
cation vote is scheduled for 
Monday.

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Harold Wilson, who resigned 
as Britain’s prime minister 
earlier this nvxifh. Is to be¬ 
come a knight. Buckingham 
Palace announced Thursday. 

Wilson, 60. will become Sir 
Harold — a Knight of the 
Garter, the highest order of 
chivalry and a pers<mal gift of 
the monarch. 

Some leftwing Labor 
members of Parliament im¬ 
mediately criticized the deci¬ 
sion, which to them repre¬ 
sents a symbol of class divi¬ 
sions in British society.

Bid for Zellers 
may~refiifii 

reins to Canada 


MONTREAL (CT») The 
Montreal and Toronto stock 
exchanges suspended trading 
of Zellers Ud. shares Thurs¬ 
day following a share- 
purchase announcement for 
the Montreal-based retailer 
by a Vancouver firm. 

Field Stores Ltd. of Van¬ 
couver offered Thursday to 
purchase 50.1 per cent of 
Zellers shares for $32,673,000, 
or $4.64 per share. A Win¬ 
nipeg firm, MacLeod Sted- 
man, had offered $32 million 
or $4.53 per share March 29. 

Trading was halted at $4.50 
a share Thursday. 

Zellers was controlled by W. 
T. Grant Co., the American 
retail giant that wtis declared 
bankrupt several months ago. 


The P'iclds and • MacLeod 
offers both cover Grant's 
holdings in Zellers. There it 
some doubt however, that 
MacLeod \vill follow through 
wth its offer. 

Cbnclusion at the purchase 
will be subject to approval of 
a United States bankruptcy 
Judge overseeing the Grant 
bankiuptcy. 

Grant held 50.1 per cent of 
Zclicr’s stock and approval of 
the agreemnt \vilJ restore 
control of Zclicr’s stock to Ca¬

"Fm going to need at least 
(wo weeks rest and then I’ll 
be driving home.” 


Mexicans release Delta businessman 


Mrs. Fisher said her hus¬ 
band had left the Manzanillo. 
Mexico, area where he wu 
held in .iail, but ihejiid not 
say where he currently was. 
She said he wanted rest be¬ 
fore returning to C^ada in 
his truck. 

Mrs. - Fisher also said the 
matter was closed and her 
husband would not have to re¬ 
turn lo court in connection 


with the cheque problem. 

In an earlier telef^xme in¬ 
terview from Mexico. Fisher 
said that a Texas business¬ 
man got him jailed in the first 
place. 

Fisher siUd that the Texan 
alio tr^ to force him tlf pay 
$2,700 to secure his release. 

"I didn't owe-him any more 
money and I simply refused 
to pay him any money." said 


Fisher, arrested in January 
after a $500 cheque went to 
the wrong bank in Ladner for 
clearance. 

Fisher who has interests in 
a Mexican hotel said he had 
borrowed about $4,000 from 
the Texan and the interest 
agreed to w'as 16.5 per cent 
over 18 months. 

"He told me when he came 
to the jail to see me that he 


could see to it that I got a 
seven-years to 10-years prison 
sentence if I didn’t pay him 
the money he wanted." 

Fisher said he refused to be 
intimidated but ran into the 
intricacies of the Mexican 
legal system wh«i he sought 
his freedom with evidence 
that the $500 cheque mixup 
had been cleared up by the 
Canadian banks and con¬ 
firmed by the Mexican consul 
in Vancouver.

••ountry wUl Continue to rely 
on some imports of oil and 
coal for at least the next 10 to 
15 years and perhaps longer, 
the federal government says 
in a new strategy paper. 

The document, to be un¬ 
veiled in the Commons on 
Tuesday, says the earlier goal 
o( self-sufficiency in energy 
may be too expensive. 

It opts, instead, for a policy 
of. self-reliance, under which 
the country will reduce its de¬ 
pendence on foreign suppliei-R 
aa much as possible, but will 
still retain some imporl.s. 

The 170-page • statement, 
more than a year in the mak¬ 
ing, will replace a hefty poli¬ 
cy report brough out in June, 


1973, but outdated within 
months by world oU shortages 
dnd soaring prices. 

, In the wake of shortages 
caused by an Arab oil embar¬ 
go. the government vowed In 
a further policy statement in 
late 1973 to reach self-suf¬ 
ficiency in oil by the end of 
the decade. 

Later, with reports showing 
a rapid decline on domestic 
oil reserves, the government 
backed away from that state¬ 
ment. saying, Instead, it 
hoped to reach self-sufficiency 
by the mid-1980s when fron¬ 
tier oil and gas arc expected 
fo be available. 

The document says, self-suf¬ 
ficiency is not realistic. 

“Self-reliance recognizes

that there must be national 
energy planning to minimize 
the risks of sudden interrup¬ 
tions in the supply of import¬ 
ed energy,” Energy Minister 
Alastair Gilespie has said. 

“But on the other hand, ab¬ 
solute self-sufficiency based 
on uncertain future domestic 
supplies and demands cotUd 
result in unnecessary econom¬ 
ic, social and environmeilUl 
costs.” 

The government r^>ort says 
imiwrts of oil will not only 
continue, but over the short 
term likely will increase. 

A .study by the National to- 
ergy Board late last y^ar 
showed current production in 
western provinces will not be 
able to meet needs in Its tra¬ 
ditional market west of the 
Ottawa valley beyond tha 
early 1980s. 

At that time, fhe govern¬ 


ment forecasts, the new pipe¬ 
line just built to carry west¬ 
ern oil into the M(xitreal mar¬ 
ket will be reversed to mo\'e 
oil into the huge Ontario mar¬ 
ket for the first time sLn^e the 
early 1960s. 

The government says reli¬ 
ance on some imports is not 
cornpletely undesirably, ad¬ 
ding there is smne possibility 
that, in future, world oil 
prtcys pouJd drop. 

If that happened after Cana¬ 
da opted for a goal of com¬ 
plete self-sufficiency based on 
high-cost frontier supplies, the 
counfry could end up paying 
rpore than necessary for its 
energy sup^es. 

The energy department 
. says the document wlB be ta¬ 
bled in the Comment at 3 
p.m. Tuesday. Copies will be 
available across the country' 
at government book stores.

The last few days have been

No clear-cut result is ex¬ 
pected after Sunday’s voting 
although the Socialist and 
PofKilar D^nocrat parties are 
ejected tn top the poll.

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School fire losses 


T he- NE3GHBORHOOD WATCH has emerged from 
the shadows following the recent suspected 
case of arson at a Lower Mainland junior high school. 
A great deal of talk about organized community 
vigilance against property damage by fire and van¬ 
dalism has come from the $2 million loss at Richmond. 

ft Is now well kno>m where the Neighborhood 
Watch is operating and where it is likely to be ex¬ 
panded as well as where it may be tried for the first 
time. 

This is unfortunate. It is one community service 
that can do without publicity. The more it is talked 
about the greater becomes the challenge in the daring 
of settihg fires and vandallc break-ins. 

What should be aired, though, is the state of the 
alarm systems in the schools: the fire protection 
equipment with emphasis on sprinkler dousing 
systems. 

After the $2 million Richmond loss, the district 
fire chief, Michael Byrne, was quoted as saying there 
are far too many schools lacking in adequate fire 
alarms and heat-triggered sprinklers: “In my opinion 
all school boards are a little cheap in this respect. 
They won't spend another $2.30 a square foot in con¬ 
structing a proper sprinkler system." 

Taking up his observation. The Province news¬ 
paper has urged the provincial government to give 
the Insurance Corporation of B.C. more powers. 

ICBC, which insures some 1,700 schools in the 
province, makes individual inspections from which 


recommendations for fire protection are sent to the 
Department of Eklucation where they run up against 
the old story, money. The recommendations are fol¬ 
lowed “where funding permits" which means what 
Fire Chief Byrne is saying: too many schools are going 
without. 

Education Minister Pat McGeer is proposing a 
change in the deductible clauses in school insurance 
policies: an Increase to $I million from $1,000 with a 
sharing of losses between school districts and the 
education department, which, says The Province, 
should “make It worthwhile for school boards volun¬ 
tarily to install fIre-fIghting gear on their own. even if 
initial capital outlay is high.” 

“But why." the newspaper asks, “is B.C. messing 
around with merely 'recommending' that adequate 
fire protection be installed? Why doesn't it put teeth in 
ICBC's recommendations, which it could do by in¬ 
creasing premiums for schools that don’t meet ICBC's 
standards?” 

Fire losses in B.C. schools have risen from an es¬ 
timated $2.8 million in 1973, to $3.6 million in 1974, to 
close to $8 million in 1975. and there has been a $2 mil¬ 
lion fire already this year. 

This record of losses suggests, as The Province 
says, that it is time for the government to insist on ade¬ 
quate fire protection in all schools and “to share in the 
costs if not to absorb them all itself" 

A fire needs to be lighted under the provincial 
cabinet.

'My country is gone' 


D espite living under a regime which extols the 
non-hero, the pride of most Canadians has 
received a distinct lift in reading about the young 
British Columbian who displayed such courage in driv¬ 
ing off a terrorist attack on the Rhodesian-South 
African border last Sunday. 

His brave action, which saved a number of lives in¬ 
cluding his own. stands in sharp contrast to the un- 
heroic stand of our external affairs department in the 
fare of trouble in Lebanon and Mexico. 

Earlier this month when the Lebanese civil war 
was engulfing Beirut the Canadian Embassy 
suspended operations without warning and closed its 
doors to all. including any Canadian nationals luckless 
enough to be caught in the fury. One such unfortunate 
woman marked the event with a letter to an English- 
language Beirut publication. In part, it read: 

“Today, they closed my embassy. My country is 
gone. My husband is gone. I have two children here 
with me. I am left with just Lebanon. Bombs fall all 
around. America has sent seven warships and 2.700 


marines because they worry about their citizens here. 
But Canada has gone. For your courageous support in 
my time of need I thank you Canada, and 1 promise to 
pin a medal on you at your very next diplomatic 
cocktail party. If I'm alive . . .” 

Similar feelings of bitterness toward Ottawa must 
be entertained by the unhappy Vancouver man who 
through a banking error was jailed or held in hospital 
custody in Mexico for the past three-and-a-half 
months. Canadian officialdom did nothing to ease his 
plight for the first, two or three months, but when it 
finally acted displayed an attitude so offensive to the 
Mexican authorities that it made the victim's situation 
even worse. 

Surely the time has come for our government to 
display a little intestinal fortitude in such cases. Cana¬ 
dians should be entitled to expect the help and protec¬ 
tion of their country when they are travelling abroad. 

Mexico deserves a sharp diplomatic rap over the 
knuckles for its behavior. With our present administra¬ 
tion. it is more likely to' get a song by Margaret 
Trudeau.

Refugees still flee Cambodia 


The Communist Khmer 
Rouge are celebrating their 
first anniversary as rulers of 
Cambodia, which is, they say, 
"a land filled with genuine hap¬ 
piness, equality, fairness and 
democracy. ■' 

When their youthful soldiers 
entered Phnom Penh they as¬ 
sumed responsibility for a 
country of 7,500,000 people, 
three million of them refugees 
with little to eat and. like the 
lush countryside and the 
economy, scarred by five years 
of high technology warfare. 

One year and a bumper rice 
harvest later nobody in Cam¬ 
bodia peers into the sky for 
either American food drops or 
bombs. But during that year 
23.000 Cambodians have fl^ to 
neighboring Thailand, and the 
bulk of the country's 500,000- 
strong Vietnamese community 
have crossed the border into 
South Vietnam. 

■k * * * 

Inevitably it poses Uie ques¬ 
tion of what they are running 
from, and although the answer 
is obscured by the Communist 
authorities' closed door policy 
certain things are clear. 

It is "a land of radical 
revolution and considerable 
suffering” was the conclusion 
of Sweden's ambassador to 
Peking, Kaj Bjork, who visited 
the country last month. What 
he saw confirmed other reports 
that money has been replaced 
by a system of barter and that 
there are no wages or 
telephones, and little traffic on 
the roads. Marriage

Minister Long Boret who 
stayed on in Phnom Penh have 
been executed, and random 
brutality and killing still ap¬ 
pear to be the major 
organizational weapon 
employed by the small groups 
of Khmer Rouge cadres who 
run the country's day-UHlay af¬ 
fairs. 

Last month general elections 
were staged. One hundred and 
fifty farmers. 50 workers, and 
50 soldiers were elected to a 
National Assembly, but here 
again it is a mystery how the 
election operated, and how 
much power its members will 
have Certainly none of the 
known Khmer Rouge leaders 
stood as candidates. 

It seemed like Hh act of 
supreme confidence by these 
hardline Marxist ideologues 
when they acc^ted the resig¬ 
nation of Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk as head of state. 
Sihanouk spent five years in 
Peking at the head of a govem- 
ment in exile after his 
overthrow in March 1970, and 
although his power has been 
eroded by the men who fought 
the war he was still popular 
with Cambodians. It is said he 
has been unhappy ever since 
returning to Phnom Penh last 
September, and he is expected 
to take his $8,000 a year stipend 
and quietly bow from the 
scene, either to Peking or. 
more probably, the south of 
France. 

There are no newspapers in 
Cambodia, only Phnom Penh 
radio, and its familiar rhetoric 
leaves little doubt what is be¬ 
ing aimed at 

It says that Cambodia is “a 
gigantic workriiap” in which 
everything is being re-built 
from scratch. Hie decadence 
of the old regime, with its 
widespread corruption and 
reliance on foreigners has been 
abolished. Everything la 
"revolutionacy,” including the 
food. , 

The revolutlanary model ap¬ 
pears to be China.' It ia the 


Chinese rather than the Viet¬ 
namese, still suspected of har¬ 
boring tradition^ designs on 
the country, who have given 
what little aid has trickled into 
the country. 

Chinese ships have brought 
in oil, and some raw materials 
and Chinese technicians are 
helping with reconstruction 
projects. While the Soviet 
Union appears to have installed 
itself as the major influence In 
neighboring Laos and Vietnam, 
the Cambodians have not 
forgotten that Moscow with¬ 
held its aid and recognition un¬ 
til Marshal Lon Nol's regime 
had crumbled. 

Relations with Vietnam have 
been marked by a guarded cor¬ 
diality which acknowledges 
help given during the war. But 
there have been reports of 
clashes between Cambodian 
and Vietnamese troops along 
the southern stretch of their 
border, and of Vietnamese

But they go 
back in smaD armed bands to 
search for lost relatives or at¬ 
tempt to contact scattered 
groups of dissident forces who 
are said to be holding out in the 
forests and mountains of 
western Cambodia. But it is 
resistance with little impact 
and no future. The Thais and 
the Americans are keeping 
their distanre. and the forces 
are thought to number only a 
few hunhred with little arms or 
ammunition.

The dlxappearance — the 
obliteration to a nob-person — 
of Teng Pilao-ping, Chou's 
chosen successor, can be put 
down to Chou's enemies. That 
much seems certain. Whether 
this was the work of the op¬ 
positionists who initiated the 
cultural revolution with Chiang 
Ching. Mao Tse-tung’s wife, as 
the principal instigator is part 
of the mystery. 

I have come to believe that 
It was Chou who made the 
country run and who foresaw 
the future of China as a modem 
power incorporating the ad¬ 
vances of science and industry 
with the development of large 
oil resources as a kind of 
centre-piece. This belief came 
partly from the five weeks I 
spent in China in 1973. In the 
course of a three-and-a-half 
hour discussion my wife and I 
had with Chou In the middle of 
the night, he covered a wide 
range of subjects, with the 
relationship with the United 
States paramount. 

I think he was already aware 
of the capcer that ultimately 
took his life, but the impression 
was above all of serenity un¬ 
derwritten by a discipline that 
had prevailed throughout his 
career. He was. In short, one of 
the two or three most impres¬ 
sive human beings I have ever 
encountered. 

♦ ★ * 

In directing the destiny of 
that vast land. Chou had an 
amazing capacity for detail 
and for work. Henry Kissinger 
tells of an incident during one 
of his early visits to Peking. He 
was engaged in a long discus¬ 
sion with Chou when Chou was 
interrupted by one of his aides 
bringing In the proofs of the 
next day's Peoples' Daily, the 
nation-wide party paper. 
Apologizing to Kissinger for 
the dday, Chou quickly scan¬ 
ned the proofs. 

I cannot vouch for the fellow- 
ing. but I believe it to be true. 
At the height of the Cultural 
Revolution Chon, coming out of 
a reception in the Peking 
Hotel, saw a blaze in the dis¬ 
tance. He was told that the 
British embassy had been set 
on fire and those inside were 
trapped and likely to be shot if 
they attempted to flee Without 
a moment's hesitation, he cal¬ 


led out the security police and 
Ihe fire brigade to rescue the 
trapped British. 

I was convinced he was deeply 
disturbed by the excesses of 
the Cultural Revolution. It 
threatened to cut right across 
the development of education, 
science and industry. At the 
height of the upheaval, produc¬ 
tion dropped disastrously. 

The question now is whether 
another such bloody upheaval 
lies ahead. The si^ are not 
good, as the new and little- 
known prime minister seeks to 
impose his will and, perhaps 
with Chiang. Qhing's 
prompting, attempts to itrlke 
down the adherents of Chou. It 
is a critical time for Peking, 
with stability ih the balance. 

k k k 

It is critical, too, for 
Washington in its relations 
with Asia and the most pop¬ 
ulous nation on earth. Presi¬ 
dent Ford's recent visit to Pek¬ 
ing and his sessions with the 
then-acting Prime Minister 
Teng Psio-Ping is now seen to 
have been an essay In futility. 
a pleasant excursion with some 
interesting sightseeing but lit¬ 
tle else. 

Whether it weighed in the 
balsnce of present events and 
had anything to do with Teng's 
overthrow, no one can say. But 
the United States is culpable in 
not having moved faster and 
more decisively to implement 
the Shanghai communique 
signed in 1972 during President 
Nixon's visit to China. 

From the Peking perspec¬ 
tive. we have moved in just the 
opposite direction. We named a 
new ambassador to Taiwan and 
the government of Taiwan has 
been permitted to open new 
consulates In the UnlM States 
Some American troops are still 
on the island that was once the 
bastion of the late Chiang Kai- 
shek. ^ 

In Ihe balance in Asia we 
need the People's Republic asa 
friend. Yet the United States is 
the only major powgr that has 
not established full diplomatic 
relations with the government 
in Peking. As the years sitp by. 
our own preoccupation with 
choosing s new president is 
hardly an excuse for letting the 
opening to China fray out.

Knocking on the 
Door, a collection of poems, 
short stories, articles and 
speeches from a lifetime of 
struggling against apartheid. 

Paton, now 73, says the title 
is in memory of the late Albert 
Luthuli, a black South African 
civil rights leader who 
"knocked on the door of 
apartheid " f(Sno years. 
Luthuli was a Nobel Prise win¬ 
ner. 

Now that hs has finished 
Knocking on the Door, he is

WHEN A BUSINESS is losing money, then that business 
must find ways of reducing the loss and in many instances, it 
means the business must pare the fat from the system. 
Either that or go bankrupt. 

Our ferry system isn't going to go the bankruptcy route, 
but our ferry system has been losing bundles of money and it 
behooves management to at least make the attempts to cut 
the deficit. A report shows the ferry system has been over¬ 
staffed and therefore management intends to lop off the ex¬ 
cess personnel. 

The union involved says this Is a case of the government 
putting money ahead of people, which is a terrible over¬ 
simplification. 

The ferry system, it should be remembered, does not 
serve all the citizens of British Columbia, but all the citizens 
are allowed to share in the deficit. 

Now as for the charge the management of the ferry 
system has been bungling and botching the job for the past 16 
years, it seems rather strange the involved union hasn't 
made such bunglings known before now — instead of attack¬ 
ing in generalities now that the crunch is upon its members. 

The ferry system can never break even, but the ferry 
system can be made to operate at a lot less money than all 
the citizens of B.C. are forced to contribute at this time. And 
if the elimination of over-staffing and frilly extras can bring 
about such savings, then so be it.

Cry, the Beloved Country 
was Paton's first and most 
famous book: Written in 1948, it 
won him awards abroad but ac- 
cusations of treason and 
revolutionary activities from 
the ruling National Party at 
home. The book still is being 
read, although not by Paton, 
who tias said it does not 
“speak to me now." 

The stern-faced, white- 
haired author finds himself 
reading instead “many articles 
which 1 wrote in the past, on all 
kinds of subjects, crime, racial 
discrimination, civil liberty, 
the rule of law” — the type of 
articles found in Knocking on 
the Door. 

The book’s poems, short 
stories, articles and speeches 
have been arranged in 
chronological order so that a 
reader can trace Paton’s 
development as a thinker and 
writer. 

He was bom in Pietermaritz¬ 
burg. Natal Province, on Jan. 
II, 1903. The son of a civil- 
servant father and teacher 
mother, who the author says 
raised him as a “puritan.” 

His first close view of 
African life came with a job as 
a teacher at a village school 
where he learned the Zulu 
language be still speaks today.

The success of Cry, the 
Beloved Country allowed Paton 
to devote himself to writing, 
social work and politics. He 
became leader of the multi¬ 
racial Liberal party which 
sought a "common society” in 
South Africa. 

But in 1960 the government 
took away Paton’s passport for 
10 years, thus preventing him 


from addressing foreign 
audiences. It also banned mul¬ 
ti-racial political parties, 
among them Paton's. 

So he returned to writing, 
working from his book-Iin^ 
study in a thatch-roofed home 
at Botha's Hill, not far from 
Durban. 

His office is full of tributes, 
books, mementoes, honorary 
university degrees from 
around the world and two pic¬ 
tures. one of Luthuli and 
another of a jailed black man 
gripping a cell bar, his face 
contort^ with desperation. 

Is Paton optimistic about 
South Africa’s future? 

"1 never use that word,” he 
said. 

Does he still have hope? 

"Yes, but even that is not the 
same thing as saying I’m 
hopeful. 

"I think when you have been 
brought up to try to reason 
things out. you can't accept 
either optimism or pessimism. 

“And if you ask me if I see 
grounds for hope. I'd say, ‘Yes' 
but I can also see grounds for 
not having hope.” 

In a recent article on 
patriotism and South Africa’s 
growing concern over potential 
racial conflict in southern 
Africa, Paton wrote: 

“There may be a war. Most 
of us will do what is expected 
of us. Many of us will wish that 
we were fighting for a more 
just society. 

“Most of us are not going to 
the borders to fight for 
apartheid and the suppression 
of communism ... We shall be 
going to fight to save our 
country from being ruled by a 
government imposed on us by a 
war. a terror. 

"We don't like being 
governed by the Nats (National 
Party) but we'd rather be 
governed by them than by a 
Russian-Cuban sponsored 
government. 

"Of course that’s because 
we’re white. If we were black 
we might think differently.” 

Knocking on the Door con¬ 
tains an essay Paton wrote “on 
turning 70.” 

His observation: “I don't 
think anyone will put on my 
stone, 'He died for his country.’ 
But I'll settle for the words. 
‘He tried to live for his

Border with enemy Israel 
only Lebanon peace zone 


In a civil war-ravaged 
Lebanon, where gun law rules 
and virtually everyone is 
armed, there is one quiet, 
peaceful comer with nary a. 
weapon in sight. 

It is the country's border 
with Israel. 

A tour of 46 miles of the 55- 
mile frontier between the two 
countries produced not a single 
armed man. Anywhere else in 
LebaiKsi today, travelers are 
stopped every few kilometres 
at someone's roadblock — 
Palestinian, Lebanese Arab 
Army or one of the dozens of 
factions involved in tbe civil 
war. In a war-ravaged 
country, the border with 
enemy Israel is the only zone of 
peace. 

Ironically, it has become 
more peaceful than before 
since the civil war erupted 
here a year ago. 

Palestinian guerrillas who 
used to raid Israel from 
Lebanon are now noticeably 
absent. UN soldiers manning 
tbeir Reau Geste watchtowers 
along tbe border report a vir¬ 
tual absence of martial ac¬ 
tivity. 

Their reports confirm others 
that the Palestinian commando 
organizations, which are heavi¬ 
ly coHwsitted in die Lebanese 
eiwH war, have been wHhdrava 
fsena the Israeli front.

Along the length of tbe 
border, Israel has strung a dou¬ 
ble row of barbed wire fence 
with a hard surface road in 
between for Its military 
patrols. Signs on the Lebanese 
side warn of danger in three 
languages, AraMc, Hebrew and 
English, but other signs are in 
Hebrew only, which 
presumably makes them dif¬ 
ficult for Arab farmers to read. 

In fact, the only martial de¬ 
ments on the border are 
Israeli. Armored hall tracks 
move on the patrol road, and at 
vital points the Israelis have 
built bunkered strong 
points. Israeli soldiers with 
machine guns sit idly in them, 
a few yat^ from tbe Lebanese 
border, obviously at ease and 
not worried that some Arab 
will lake a pot shot at them. 

The only sign of military ex- 
.panaionsim Mw in tact come 
'from Israel. At this check point 
on the coastal road, used by the 
United Nations and clerics 
traveling between the two 
countries but nobody else, the 
laeasUs have moved some 40 
yards inside Lebanese ter¬ 
ritory.

some 100 yards before the nor¬ 
mal checkpoint. 

The reason for tMs appeared 
simple: Lebanese gunmen and 
other irregulars have con¬ 
fiscated a number of UN vehi¬ 
cles. The Israelis obviously 
fear these vehicles could be 
used to make a sneak attack on 
the unsuspecting border post, 
hence they set up the advance 
one. 

Nonetheless, the Israeli act 
amounted to a violation of the 
truce agreement. UN officers 
could not say whether a protest 
had been levelled against 
Israel for this, but they con¬ 
firmed it had been reported to 
headquarters in 

Jerusalem. 


The civil war has meant dis¬ 
location for the UN truce 
obaervers, too Ihose working 
the Lebanese side had formerly 
Hved in Beirut. Since January, 
they have been moved to Israri, 
and live either in Jerusalem or 
Uberias. ITiey work 10 days in 
one of the remote, wMte-washed 
observation poets, then return 
home for 10 days off. 

They are also getting some 
unwanted verbal abuses, 
thanks to the fact that many of 
the stolen UN veMcles were 
equipped with radio com¬ 
munications linked to the truce 
supervision organization cir¬ 
cuit.

He said 
that the company understands 
the government "intends to 
avoid any possibility of con¬ 
flict of interest arising out of 
its shareholding (in the com¬ 
pany) in tespect of relations 
both with the company and 


with other B.C forest prod¬ 
ucts companies.” 

Gross said that the com¬ 
pany’s lumber business has 
improved appreciably from 
1975 levels despite a 16-per 
cent decline in pulp shipments 
compared with the first 
quarter a year ago. 

First-quarter net earnings. 
Gross said, were 16.5 million 
or 53 cents a share, compared 
with earnings of $10.2 millicm 
or 84 cents a share. Both com¬ 


parative figures include a 
slmliar extraordinary Hem of 
a tax credit relating to pre^ 
vious years’ losses. 

Net sales were $42 million 
compared with $46.4 million 
a year ago. 

The company report says 
capital spending this year will 
increase to about $30 million 
from $14.9 million In 1975.

BRUSSELS (UPD The 
British pound MI to an aU- 
time low of 31.8096 Thursday 
before recovering slightly. 
The U.S. dollar held steady 
against the German marie but 
declined against the Swiss 
franc. 

Gold closed unchanged in 
Zurich 3127.35 an ounce and 
London at 3127.50. 

The pound's new plunge 
seven weeks after it dropped 
below the psychologically im¬ 
portant $2 level reflected lack 
of confidence in the British 
government's ability to curb 
inflatkm. currently nimUng at 
an annual rate of about 17 per 
cent. 

An additional factor proba¬ 
bly was a strike at British 
Leyland, Britain’s biggest au- 
bHnaker and exporter. 

The pound began failing 


late Wednesday when some 
big commercial sales of the 
currency were made, dealers 
said. 

Most dealers reported 
large sales with cixitinuous 
selling pressure both in Swit¬ 
zerland and West Germany.

rough ride today and in the 
first two iKKirs ctf trading'big 
holders of sterling lin^ up to 
change the currency into 
Swiss francs and West Ger¬ 
man marks.” a dealer for 
Barclays Bank said.

B.C. Fed lambastes compensation policies 


Brief to cabinet hits back at employers 


Workers’ compensation paj^ 
ments should be equal to a 
^wortter's regular salary, ac¬ 
cording to the compensaticm 
and safety committee of the 
B.C Federation of L,abor. 

“Labor has never suggested 
that an injured worker should 
be able to make money on 
compmsation, but to suffer a 
financial loss as well as a 
physical Injury is a double 
penalty on workers,” said a 
brief presented Thursday to 
Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams. 

TlTe brief echoed many con¬ 
cerns put to Williams the pre¬ 


vious day by the Confedera¬ 
tion of Canadian Unions. 

“ Workers produce the wealth 
of this province, not the em- 
pkyers, and it is workers' 
health and safety which is 
Jeopardized as a raiult,” the 
brief said. 

Tlie brief criticized recent 
attacks by employer organiza¬ 
tions on toe assessment le¬ 
vels, administration and com¬ 
pensation benefit levels and 
services of the-board. 


“Such attacks have been 
made in the past,” the brief 
noted. "What is new and 
most disturbing to the affUi" 
ates of this federation is that 
toe current attack appears to 
be supported atxi encouraged 
by this government.” 

And the federation agreed 
with the submission of the Ca- 
nadiap unions, oi^XNiing the 
appointment of management 
consultants P. S. Koss to 
study the board's jurisdiction. 


‘'We challenge the ability of 
management consultants and 
accountants to undertake such 
a study. 

“We understand the exper¬ 
tise of management consul¬ 
tants to beg^n internal man¬ 
agement systems, not occupa- 
tlcmai health comi^ensations 
systems or toe needs of 
workers.” ‘ 

The federation was "dis¬ 
mayed” tliat a search for 
suitable applicants. for board 


chairman Is being conducted 
by that (xxnpany. 

"The qualifications listed In 
toe newspaper adverilsement 
placed P. S. Ross and 
Partners accurately describe 
toe t^pe of person labor will 
not accept as chairperson,” 
the brief warned. 

Committee chairman 
Marianne Gilbert said the ad¬ 
vertisement would attract 
gome good public relations ex- 
perfs, but was not aimed at 


people with an expertise 'in 
compensation problems. 

The brief asked that a mai> 
ual of rules of the compensa¬ 
tion system, and a published 
report of decisions of the com¬ 
missioners. be continued. The 
publications have been 
drop{)ed since the Socail Cred¬ 
it government took power. 

The brief urged stlffer pen¬ 
alties against employers and 
otoers failing to comply with 
the board’s safety and health 
regulations. 

Woriceik should remain on 
full salary while operations 
not in compliance with tiie 
regulations were closed to im¬ 
prove conditions. 

There should be enou^ safe¬ 
ty Inspectors to inspect every 
workplace at least four times 
a year, and trade union peo¬ 
ple shoud be allowed to in¬ 
spect a worksite at any time 
at the request of a union 
member. 

The committee asked fo^ an 


occupational health act to 
consolidate all health and 
safety legislation. 

"Fw working people, work 
is centrsLl to their lives. Not 
only dust, noise and safety 
equipment affect the health 
level of a woriW' but also 
poor training, monotony and 
production pressure. 

“The primary thrust of oc¬ 
cupational health programs is 
to correct the hazard at the 
source rather liian to Isolate 
the worker from the hazards 
of work." the brief said. 


“We must make It abun¬ 
dantly clear that we are not 
prepared to cast aside the 
present concept of penalty 
assessments against high-risk, 
unsafe employers wpo violate 
accident prevention or Indus¬ 
trial health regulations.” 

The brief called the board'a 
rehabilitation facilities "inad¬ 
equate.” 

“Older workers are virtual¬ 
ly cast off in a human junk 
heap by the rehabilitation 
consultants who consider 
them unfit for retraining.”

Seven miles explored 

Longest, deepest 
lava tube found 


NAIROBI (Reuter) Brit¬ 
ish explorers In Kenya have 
found what they believe to be 
the longest, deepest lava tun¬ 
nel in^the world, inhabited by 
strange red-necked bats and 
ultite scorpions. 

The explorers, who returned 
here W^nesday. found the 
tunnel, or tube as it is more 
properly called, in the Chyulu 
Hills, a range of extinct vol¬ 
canoes half-way between 
Nairobi and the Indian Ocean. 

Rob Davis. 30, a computer 
expert from Essex, one of the 
six men and one woman on 
the expediti(Ni, said the tube 
was at least seven miles l<xig 
and 1.500 feet deep. It went on 


farther than the group was 
able to explore. 

Until now. Davis said, the 
longest lava tube discovered 
was one 6.3 miles long in Ha¬ 
waii while the deepest tube so 
far known to man was in the 
Canary Islands and went 
down 1,400 feet. 

He said the team explored 
no further because rain had 
begun to seep in making the 
passage extremely slippery. 

“It was getting very dan¬ 
gerous. The lava was razor 
sharp and every fall meant a 
cut hand or the risk of getting 
trapped between huge 
boulders,” he said. TTie ex¬ 
pedition lasted 10 days, (our 
of them in the lava tube.

Fast thinking prevents inn disaster 


Vancouver Island he€u*t pa¬ 
tients will need an opetwheart 
surgery unit which can handle 
10 operations a week by 1980. 

Tliat’s the prediction made 
in a brief to the provincial 
Rmemment submitted by 
Koyal Jubilee Mortal, which 
is asking the hKlth depart¬ 
ment for money to expand its 
open-heart surgery unit to 
handle six (^rations a week. 

Jubilee’s unit is the only 
one on Vancouver Island and 
its surgeons now perform four 
or five operations a week. Be¬ 
tween 40 and 30 heart patients 
are waiting up to three 
months for surgery at Jubilee. 

The region’s Hospital and 
Health Planning Commission 
endorsed the hospital’s re¬ 
quest Wednesday night 

Renovations and extra 
equipment would cost $80,000, 
and the addition of 12 more 
staff and other expenses 
would push operating costs 
for the unit to about $785,000 a 
year. 

There has been an over¬ 
whelming increase in the de¬ 
mand for such care because 
of the success record and the 
growing appreciation by doc¬ 
tors of how medical and sur¬ 
gical treatment can imprm'e 
’ a heart patient’s chances, the 
brief says. The number of 
Vancouver Islanders needing 
open heart surgery is clbr*- 
ing by about 10 per cent a 
year. 

Surgery can increase a pa¬ 
tient’s chance of survival 
fourfold, the brief said.

/because the crown missed one 
of his weekly remands Jan, 6. 

rtosecutor Peter Birkett 
and Preston argued over the 
usual legal guide in such a 
oase -- Cl 1970 Manitoba ap¬ 
peal court ruling that jurisdic¬ 
tion is retained even if one 
remand is missed, so long as 


the accused person Is back in 
court a week later as Preston 
was Jan. 13. 

Preston said a 1975 Van¬ 
couver court ruling changed 
that, but Birkett replied the 
circumstances were different 
and, anyway, Preston should 
save his argument for May 6. 
Alder supported that arvd 
added a suggestion that.

That jKtarted a new argument 
as Preston then asked for a 
court order giving him access 
to a law library, a phone and 
witnesses. 

The judge proposed Legal 
Aid but Preston had dieagTeed 
with two appointed lawyers 
and wanted to defend himself. 
He claimed Legal Aid had re- | 


fused to assist him but a 
Legal Aid spokesman said 
outside court that "is not cor¬ 
rect.” 

The spokesman declined to 
add details because "the of- 
‘Yice is still In the process of 
dealing with the matter.*’ 

When Preston charged that 
"the court is tying my 
hands,” Alder replied that "It 
is not ... you are tying your 
own by not obtaining counsel" 
and again urged an applica- 
tkxi to Legal AkL

"I will tell the ministers 
two main things: Either I am 
insane and therefore the sale 
1 made (of Ogopogo Island) 
was invalid, or I am sane end 
they owe me for 20 months I 
spent in jail and a mental in¬ 
stitution. There are other 
points I will go into as well." 

Haymour has claimed he 
was cheated out of the small 
island by local officials and 
the B.C. government, which 
bought it. 

He was found not guilty by 
reason of insanity on a charge 


of possessing a dangerous 
weapon, and sent to Rlverview 
Mental Hospital in 1974. He 
was released in September, 
1973. 

He said that during his stay 
in the institution he sold the 


4.8-acre island for $40,000. He 
had planned to use the island 
as an Arabian-style resort, 
with belly dancers and Arab 
dhows, but local officials said 
the project would be a health 
hazard.

At the age of six months the 
baby is beginning what many 
psychologists and educa* 
tionists agree is the most im- 
postant year of its life. 

“For us to think education 
begins when a child goes to 
first grade is grossly in 
error/’ says Dr. Burton 
White, head of Harvard Uni* 
V e r 8 11 y ’ 8 internationally 
known pre-school project. 
“Oiildren start to learn long 
before they are six years old. 
They start to learn at birth." 

And by three “it’s pretty 
much all over," says AVhite. 
He believes the develc^ing 
and learning capabilities that 
wtiU see a child through the 
rest rf his life are pretty 
much set by age three. 

It follows that being a 
parent, well, /that’s the most 
important job^in the world." , 

It is also a job for which 
few people are trained. 

'"It’s my persona] estimate 
that no more than 10 per cent 
of our kids get the kind of ex¬ 
periences in the first years of 
life that would make ^e most 
sense and give them the best 
possible eariy development," 
White says. "Furthermore, 
there’s nothing terribly magi- 
pal about what they need. 

"And most families are ad¬ 
vanced enough, even if they 
are poor and not very well 
educated, to do a fine job. But 
they can't do it on the basis of

instinct or intuition alone. 
That’s a myth." 

Parents need to know such 
things as when children begin 
to crawl, to cHird). to develop 
language.

Educating children does not 
mean playing Bach on the 
stereo or putting Picassos on 
the nursery wail. But H might 
mean biuming the playpen, 
which White says is a great 
Inhibitor and fnistrator of a 
child just beginning to explore 
the world and use newly ac¬ 
quired motor skills. 

"What happens if a child 
does not get adequate early 
education from his parents? 
He might do poorly in school. 
He might have trouble mak¬ 
ing friends.

Overeimplifying: If a child 
is never encouraged to talk or 
read, he will probably have 
trouble with both in school.

If he is never taught 
that he should not hit his fel- 
Jow toddler with a block, he 
may think little when he is a 
teen-ager of using a knife in 
the same way.

But such child develc^ment 
theories — many of them 
based on the pioneer work by 
Swiss psychologist Jean Pia¬ 
get raise a nun^r of ethi¬ 
cal questions for parents, pub¬ 
lic school systems and gov¬ 
ernments. 

What about the woriting 
mother? What do you do with 
parents who are unable or 
unwiiOing to be good educa¬ 
tionists? How do you re-order 
public school priorities to deal 
with those most important, 
early years? 

Perhaps most pressing is 
the problem of the working 
mother. 

"We’ve seen the job of child 
rearing (kxie beautifully with 
a woman working halftime.’’ 
says White. “It oniy takes 
about an hour a day to edu¬ 
cate a child brilliantly. The 
problem is. It's 30 seconds 
here and a minute there." 

But for White the child's 
development must be "woven 
into the equation" by the 
woilcing mother. 

“I think doing nothing but 
that (being a full-time parent) 
is a pretty bad deal for any¬ 
one. male or female. So my 
feeling is perhaps pec^le 
should have halftime j^ in 
addition to the partial respon¬ 
sibility for raising a child." 

But for those who must live 
in the nine-to-five world, a re¬ 
cent study by Harvard psy¬ 
chology professor Jerome 
Kagan offers some comfort. 

Kagan, along with Richard 
Kearsley and Philip Zelazo of 
Tufts University medical 
school, studied two groups of 
children, one raised at home 
and the other which spent five 
days a week at what was con¬ 
sidered a well-run group day¬ 
care centre. 

The children entered the 
program at age 3H months 
and most continued through 
30 months. 

Kagan concluded that "at¬ 
tendance at a day-caTe centre 
staffed by conscientious and 
nurturant adults during the 
first 2^ years does not seem 
to sculpt a psychological pro¬ 
file very much different foom 
the one created by total home 
rearing." 

They found that both day¬ 
care chldren and chldren 
reared home were equally 
likely to head for mother as a 
source of solace \ri>en they 
were bored, tired or afraid, 
despite the. presence of the 
day-care attendant. Kagan 
said the study "suppccts the 
view that day care — when 
responsibility and conscien- 
ttouriy i m plemented — does 
not seem to have hidden psy¬ 
chological dangers." 

The rea8<»i in part is that 
"the family has a mysterious 
pow'cr, which Is perhaps the 
one reason why it has been the 
basic and most stable social 
unit in this and other societies 
for so long a time.’’ 

But what happens when the 
vfamily fails, when it is found 
incapable of providing the 
kind of education a child 
needs, as was the case when 
an Iowa judge removed chil¬ 
dren from the home of their 
loving but mentally deficient 
pwents? 

“I dcm’t have an answer to 
that," White said. "The prob¬ 
lem is perfectly parallel to 
what child abuse researchers 
are trying to cope with. We 
have a moral is^ here."

Revolutionaries in rompers 


BROOKUNE. Mass. (AP) 
— They're revolutionaries in 
rompers, these two-yeaivolds 
running around the playroom, 
throwing blocks, sliding down 
a slide~ 

They may look just like any 
two-year-olds, but they are 
among the most diagnosed, 
tested and observed 
youngsters in the United 
States. They are the children 
of BEEP (Brookline Eariy 
Educatim Project), and edu¬ 
cators from all over the Unit¬ 
ed States are watching this 
pilot program which one day 
may revolutionize public edu¬ 
cation. 


BEEP is the first known 
IxxDgram to involve a public 
school system in (he Ques¬ 
tion of children from birth. 

It is based on the concept 
put forth by several p8ychok> 
gists and . education experts 
that a child’s most critical 
learning is done before the 
age of three. 

"H BEEP proves success¬ 
ful, school systems will have 
to take another look at their 
order of priorities," said Dr. 
Donald Pierson, program 
director. 

School systems usually 
spend the most money on high 


school students, far less on el¬ 
ementary schoc^ ptg)ils and 
little or none on pre-schoolers. 

BEEP was opened to resi¬ 
dents of Brookline » a Boston 
suburb — who had children 
txnn between March 1973 and 
OctGA)er 1974 and some black 
and Hi^ianic ydCmgsters from 
neaiby Bosten bom during the 
same period. The progruni 
started with 285 children in 
October 1974 and now is down 
to 230 families because some 
have moved. 

Pierson said he expects to 
have about 125 families still 
participating when the chil¬ 


dren reach second grade and 
the project mds. 

BEEP, which provides 
physical and psychological 
testing, play groups and in 
some cases day care, is fin¬ 
anced by grants from the Car¬ 
negie G^. of New Yoric and 
the Robert Wood J(^s(m 
Foundatiem. 

"If important benefits do 
seem to occur, then recom¬ 
mendations will be made to 
the Brookline school commit¬ 
tee and school committees 
around the country," Pierson 
said. 


Parents of BEEP children 
are excited. 

The mother of a two-year- 
old girl said: “It’s hriped me 
be more aware of her devel¬ 
opment. It's taught me what 
to look for and what to look 
out for." 

While her daughter is in 
day care, she stops by the 
once elegant old mansion that 
now houses the BEEP offices 
and playrooms and chats with 
other mothers. 

In fact, the chance for 
parents to get together is as 
much a part of the program 
as its battery of tests.

LOS ANGELES — "I think 
people assume being a foreign 
correspondent is a v^fy glam¬ 
orous life and It is. I think 
they assume you have to be 
very tough to do it, whereas a 
lot of the best correspondents 
Tve known, both men and 
women in the business, are 
often rather quiet, unassum¬ 
ing people." 

The speaker is Georgie 
Anne Geyer. the quiet, unas¬ 
suming national ami foreign 
commentator who has. in her 
own, untoughened way: 

• Repeatedly interviewed 
Fidel cQtro, once until 7 
a.m., long before Americans 
W'ere allowed In Cuba. 

• Trooped through the 
mountains of Guatemala with 
Cesar M(xites and his band of 
guerrilla fighters while they 
were being sought by enemy 
soldiers. 

• Tracked down a fonmer 
Nad leader hiding in South 
America. 

• Been held captive when 
Palestinian commandos mis¬ 
took her for the mysterious 
"Israeli Blonde" who led a 
raid <x\ Beirut. 

• Been acclaimed as a 
war heroine a few days later 
in Israel by Israeli citizens 
who weren’t so sure she 
wasn’t the "Israeli Blonde" 
alter all. 

Which is not to menliwi that 
Ms. Geyer has also written 
three critically well-received 
books on foreign affairs, 
picked up numerous journal¬ 
ism awards and seems to be 
emerging as a leading fe¬ 
minist spokeswoman, one ^rix> 
deals with the issue of women 


from a realistic rather than a 
radical perspective. 

She was in town on a 
speech-making mission — to 
address the Los Angeles 
World Affairs Council. A pro¬ 
lific writer who is equally at 
ease discussing in lir column 
a military uprising or what to 
wear on her 40th birthday 
("black? a black bikini?

She prefers to consider this 
revolutionary change in less 
polemical and emotion-laden 
terms — her word is "moder- 
nizatitm" — but by whatever 
name, she sees It as inevita¬ 
ble.

IsatMlle Goodwin has the 
medals to prove that her asso* 
elation with Uie Greater Vic¬ 
toria Music Festival didn't 
just begin with her ascen¬ 
dancy to president two years 
ago. 

But the retired city librari¬ 
an admits she wouldn’t have 
a chance in today's competi- 
tipns. 

“The performance level is 
tmqueetionaUy higher notw,“ 
said the woman who oversees 
ttm 28th efmuai festival which 
apv>ed this week with a 
rVDord 1,800 entries for scni- 
ttor by 12 adjudioatcMv from 
Oknada and the United States. 

The feetival has grown to 
this levai, according to Mrs. 
(iQodwin. because ct the con¬ 
tributions made over the 
ygars by volunteers to ensure 
competition and ad- 
.ludk-ation. 

“Tile biggest problem Is 
getting’ people who are inter¬ 
ested in music but have orga¬ 
nizational ability as well,” she 
said citing lawyer Fmiiy Lee 
as a good sample. 

Mrs. Lee took over as [xib- 
licity chairman after her law 
partner Maurice Johnson be¬ 
came a Saanich alderman. 

*'I made him an election 
piromlse not knowing that he’d 
win and he won.” said Mrs. 
lee. who ha.s found herself re¬ 
turning to her piano studies 
since Joining the festival 
board. 

Mrs. Goodwin and her 
board have had their share d 
problmis with this year's fes- 
^•aJ long before the first 
young foUc dancer appeared 
on the S.J. Willis stage* this 
week. 

The postal strike came last 
year just when the syllabus 
w'es to go out to competitors. 

■‘We didn't wait It out but 
delivered in every way pos¬ 
sible.” she said. 

Several weeks ago Mrs. 
Goodwin found herself with 
1.800 competition schedides 
that had to go out and an ex¬ 
ecutive secretary under the 
weather.

Just pitched in for three days 
and it was done,” she said. 

Apparently these have been 
srdall worries compared with 
other years. Mss.Goodwin re- 
memiyr* such near festival 
wreckers as a national airline 
strike and out-of-town ad¬ 
judicators, or the time a visit¬ 
ing governor-general declared 
a school holiday In the middle 
of the festival, or last year's 
municipal labor problems that 
threatened to leave It audi- 
torium-lcsa. 

Planning for the music fes¬ 
tival is a year-round venture. 
Already 8<Mne of next year's 
halls and adjudicators have 
been booked out of necessity. 
But the festival didn’t become 
Mrs. <'ioodwin's morning- 
noon-and-night until mid- 
January. 

With all the organization 
and planning out of the w*ay, 
she can't up her feet and 
leave it all to tlw adjudicators 
and young performers. She 
must haunt the festival's 
11-performance halls through¬ 
out its duration to arbitrate 
on any number of unexpected 
problems. 

Bui one of the most puzzling 
problems for Mrs. Goodwin 
and her committee is poor 
public response to the fes¬ 
tivals. 

A single child, a handful of 
conqsetitors in the front rows 
and at least one parent per 
child are all too common. And 
Mrs. Goodwin thinks that pe<v 
pie are missing out In hearing 
good music, particularly in 
the evening classes. 

Things have changed since 
Mrs. Goodwin canr^)eted with 
as many as 56 others all per¬ 
forming the same tune on the 
piano. 

"Qasses now are more di¬ 
versified and often there Is a 
choice within a class." she 
said, dispelling any apprehen¬ 
sions that one may sit through 
endless performances of the 
same composition. 

And a bigger audience helps 
competitors. 

It’s more of a perform¬ 
ance,” she said,” arid that’s 
part of it for the adjudicators, 
to see how they react to an 
audience.”

What do single swingers 
and senior citizens have in 
common? Fattening conve¬ 
nience foods and frozen dir>' 
ners! 

tJsually they're live-aloners. 
in tiny quarters without a 
well-stocked pantry or 
freezer. One single we know 
refers to his closet galley as 
an “eat-out kitchen.” But eat- 
out isn’t the answer for most 
singles or seniors, who usual¬ 
ly have mkiiscule budgets to 
match. 

They often have another 
common goal: the avoidance 
of overweight. Newly-seated 
in a job. yesterday’s 

football herb or cheerleader 
finds that an athletic appetite 
is a disadvantage. And grand- 
nw or grandpa finds that the 
nfw "efficiency” doesn't take 
the ur4ceep — or caloric outgo 
- that the old place did. Yet 
swinger and senior both need 
lutt as much protein as ever 
to keep the vitality needed to 
efjoy their new freedom. 

One convenience food that's 
i4lal for solo cooks is canned 
tilia. The smallest single- 
serving can'— 3 and one-half 
ounces — packs a meal-size 
powerhouse of protein: 2S 
grams, abput half your day’s 
requirements. Tacked in 
water Instead^of oil. tuna is a 
.calorie bargain, only 105 or so 
per can. (Packed in oil It's 265 
c&)ries!) And those tiny cans 
are always handy: they take 
little space and need no re-* 
frigeratlon. 

It doesn't take much time 
or trouble to turn a can of 
tuna into a "something spe¬ 
cial” main course for one. 
Toss together a generous 
sdlad and you’ve got a com¬ 
plete meal that’s nourishing 
but nonfattening. Here are 
some ideas to try: 

TUNA ROMANOFF 
WITH NOODI.E8 

2 ounces noodles 
boiling salted water 
H cup plain low-fat yogurt 
3H ounce can of water-pack 
tuna, drained and flaked 
salt and pepper, parsley 
2 taps grat^ Italian cheese 
BoU noodles according to 
package directions. Drain and 
return the hot noodles to the 
same sauce pan. Stir in yo 
® gurt and tuna over very low 
heat, only until heated 
through. Season to taste with 
■alt (or butter-flavored\ salt) 
and a grind of fresh pepper. 


Sprinkle with parsley and 
cheese and serve immediate¬ 
ly, with salad. Serves one, 377 
calories. 

TUNA CACCIATORE 
WITH 8PAOHETTI 

2 ounces proieln^nriched 
vermicelli (thin spaghetti) 
boiling water 
1*/^ cups tomato juice 
2 tbsps chopped onion 
Vi green pepper, Hioed 
3^ ounce can of water- 
packed tuna, drained and 
flaked 

garlic salt and pepper 
oregano or Italian seasoning 

Cook spat^tti In boiling un¬ 
salted water. Meanwhile, in 
another sauce pan. combine 
tomato juice, onion and green 
pepper. Boll uncovered while 
spaghetti cooks, until reduced 
to a sauce. 

Stir in tuna and seasoning 
to taste: reheat. (Check be¬ 
fore adding salt.) Serves one, 
396 calories each. 

STIK-FRY TUN^ 

H cup minute rice 
cup boibng water 
2 sulks celery, diagonally 
alioed 

sweet onion, sliced 
1 tablespocm wy sauce 
cup tomato juice 
314 ounce can water-packed 
tuna, drained and flaked 
Combine rice and boiling 
water in a small bowl: cover 
and set aside. In a skillet, 
combine sliced celery, onion, 
tioy sauce and tomato juice. 
Cook and stir uncovered, only 
until celery Is crunchy-tender 
and juice is reduced to a thick 
sauce. 

Stir in tuna and beat 
through (add a dash of tabas¬ 
co (or a sj'icy Szechuan-stjie 
dish ifyou like, or scatter 
with a tablespoon of dry- 
masted nuts for "crunch.") 
Spoon over hot rice and serve.

Garden notes 


'nwtc of U8 who grow and 
love rotei bav^ become so ac¬ 
customed to our plants that 
we never stop to realize that 
the modem rose is a very re¬ 
markable plant indeed — one 
>^1ilch has come a long way in 
its developznent from Its o^- 
nal wild state. 

Consider, for instance, the 
flowering period of the rote 
compared with that of its 
cousin. the apple tree. 
Members of the same family, 
the apple seldom remains in 
bUxvn for longer than 10 days 
out of the wliole year, while 
the garden rose continues to 
produce its gorgeous blooms 
from June right through until 
frost killi the foliage in early 
winter. 

I can’t think offhand of any 
flowering shrub that can 
come anywliere near this re- 
maricable non^op perform¬ 
ance. 

ITiU continuous blooming is 
an exhausting process, 
though, and just as no long¬ 
distance runner can hope to 
make the grade without 
proper care and feeding, so 
will the rose respond enthusi¬ 
astically to a few little loving 
attenticMu bestowed in the 


four or five weeks before flo¬ 
wering commences. 

One of these aids is to re¬ 
move any weak or blind 
shoots, ll^ile weak, spindly 
growth is normally cut away 
during the spring pruning, It 
is impossible, that early in 
the season, to tell for sure 
just which shoots will be poor 
and wifiich will make strong, 
flcRvering stems. This is the 
time to go over the bushes 
again and c<Mnplete the job. 
Usualy, these weedy, useless 
■hoots are found in the centre 
of the bush. 

Healthy, vigorous shoots 
springing from below ground 
level should be looked upon 
with suspicion, for they mAy 
be suckers. These can cripple 
a rose bush, and in extreme 
cases you could wind up with 
a worthless rose instead 
of the expensive hybrid you 
planted. 

At one time you could tell a 
sucker by the number of leaf¬ 
lets on each leaf — five on a 
cultivated rose, seven on a 
wild rose sucker. This isn’t an 
infalHMe test any more, fw 
the ancestiy of our modem 
rose varieties is ao mixed that 


a leaf may have any number 
of leaflets. 

Generally apeaking, young 
sucker shoots are thinner and 
more wiiy In the stem, with 
baiiy prickles rather than 
bluiit thorns, and the leaflfts 
are smaller and of a lighter 
green color, without any trace 
of red or bronze. However, 
the only surefire way to iden¬ 
tify a suspected sucker is to 
excavate alongside It and find 
out whether it originates 
above or below the graft 
union: this is the kink of 
swelling where the hybrid 
rose unites with its wild rose 
roots. Anything diat sprouts 
from below the bud union has 
to be a wild sucker. 

It is worse than useless to 
cut away a sucker at soil 
level, for it will sprout with 
renewed vigor, producing two 
or three wild slmts for every 
one cut away. Nor Is it safe to 
pull away or wrench off 
suckers, as sometimes recom¬ 
mended in books, for roses 
are not very securely rooted 
in the ground and a good solid 
yank could easily uproot the 
whole plant. 

The treatment most com- 


nionly advocated is to dig 
<iawn and expose the root, 
then cut away the sucker 
flush with the parent root, 
making a very smooth cut 
with a very sharp knife. 
Frankly, this technique has 
never worked for me to my 
complete satisfaction. Almost 
invariably, anotiter sucker 
has sprouted fronvthe wound¬ 
ed root, and tiie surgery has 
to be performed all ov«* 
again. 

There it one treatment 
which I rather hesitate to rec¬ 
ommend because of the risk 
involved. On several oc¬ 
casions. when faced with the 
problem of a tuckering rose. T 
have painted the stem bark of 
the tucker shoot with undilut¬ 
ed weedkiller, and in each 
case the sucker has died back 
and has not reappeared. 

As I say. this Is a risky 
business, for there is a good 
chance the weedkiller may be 
translocated in the sap to the 
main roots, killing them as, 
v’ell as the sucker. 1 tiiink the 
risk la justified, thoufdi, 
unless the suckering can be 
stopped, the bush win have to 
be dug up and destroyed any¬ 
how.

Longmore Calgary post 
triples responsibility

Round one of a renewed 
fight to keep the Victoria Rid¬ 
ing Academy open ended in a 
tie, with the second round 
promised for a month from 
now. 

The opening event at a 
counoil A committee meeting 
was almost a rerun of events 
two years ago, as Oak Bay al¬ 
dermen looked for assurances 
that the 9.6 acres of munici¬ 
pally-owned property could be 
brought up to health and fire 
standards and pay rent and 
taxes. 

Meanwhile, a spcricesman 
for the people \riK> use the 
academy pleaded with council 
to lo(^ CXI the place as a rec¬ 
reation facility in need of 
some subsidizing. 

Cam Spratt said it appeared 
Impossible for the academy to 
put out the $30,000 needed for 
repairs, and pay manage¬ 
ment. rent and tax expenses. 

The financial state of the 
academy is unknown, he said. 

No books have been kept, 
and owners Don and EUeen 
Carley appear to operate on a 
day-t^ay basis Spratt said. 

However, he said, an inter¬ 
ested group of parents has got 
together and it is possible that 
some money can be raised for 
necessary repairs. 

He felt that a compromise 
list of repairs might cut the 
amount needed to $20,000. 

Spratt said the most impor¬ 
tant question to be answered 
was whether council would 
accept the academy as part of 
community recreatlcxi. 

Other sports surii as swim¬ 
ming and tennis were accept¬ 
ed, and subsidized by council, 
he said. 

Aid. J(^ Goult suggested 
the academy was already sub¬ 
sidized since it paid only $200 
a month rent for a “very valu¬ 
able a piece of property” 
(assessed value of the land )s 
$115,000 an acre). 


Spratt, who said the Carleys 
had taken out a personal loan 
to pay $10,000 In back taxes, 
suggested that council should 
foigive the $7,000 annual 
taxes on the preperty. 

Mayor Brian Smith said 
that if council started to do 
that, other private and seml- 
jHivate recreational clubs 
such as golf courses would 
have similar claims. 

Aid. Shorley Dowell said 


council would not negotiate on 
taxes. 

"Taxee are due and payable 
at the end of June,” she said. 

Oouncil, she said, was not 
unreascmable. 

“But it would be terril^ if 
there was a fire out there 
with the horses and chlldr^. 
It is a fire hazard." 

Council, she said, had to 
have assurances that the aca¬ 
demy would be able to sur¬ 
vive and payitB way.

“We are not going to let this 
arise again," she warned. 

Two yean^ ago, she said, a 
group ot parents had got to¬ 
gether and said they would 
try to get financial statements 
and pirt.the apademy back on 
Its feet. ' 

Nothing had been done. 

“It saddens that the 
Carleys took out another loan. 

“This is what happened two 
years ago and they could use 
that money to live on."

In 1939 he joined the 
Royal Canadian navy Volun¬ 
teer Reserve with a commis¬ 
sion and during his service 
with the Canadian navy spent 
considerable time as an anti¬ 
submarine technician and 
later became the first com¬ 
manding officer of the navy’s 
first electrical school in Hali¬ 
fax.

Marguerite 
leasing 
puzzles 
sea unions 


Transport Minister Jack 
Davis says the government 
has changed its mind about 
selling the steamship Princess 
Marguerite and now intends 
to lease it. 

But some union officials 
were puzzling Thursday over 
his claim that a private lease 
arrangements w’ould help 
solve wage negotiation prob¬ 
lems. 

Capt. Amie Davis. Van¬ 
couver secretary of the Cana¬ 
dian Merchant Service Guild, 
said the reasoning seemed 
vague, but added: 

“That isn’t .surprising. His 
mouth seems to be running 
ahead of his brain." 

Earlier this month the 
transport minister was ac¬ 
cused of trying to “scuttle" 
the Marguerite by rejecting 
tentative contract settlements 
between the government- 
formed B.C. Steamship Co. 
and three unions, including 
the guild. He said the pro¬ 
posed settlements called for 
wage increases of 25 to 30 per 
rent and surpassed the fe^r- 
al anti-inflation guidelines. 

But in Thursday’s an¬ 
nouncement he said H was 
hoped the leasing of the ship 
w'ould enable it to sail as 
scheduled by May 18. 

The minister’s announce¬ 
ment was contained in a news 
release. He was unavailable 
for comment. 

He said ^n the announce¬ 
ment ttiat a decision would be 
made before the end of next 
week on which company 
would take over the ship's 
operation. 

The government is Inviting 
bids for the lease. Two pri¬ 
vate groups have indiclked in¬ 
terest. 

Both group*, according to 
the minister, are prepar^ to 
operate It on the Victorla- 
Seattle run and use it for ad¬ 
ditional cruises. 

"A private lease arrange¬ 
ment wtHild help to solve two 
problems." the news release 
said. 

"One Is satisfactory negoti¬ 
ations of wage rates with the 
unions involved. The other is 
securing suitable terminal fa¬ 
culties in battle. 

“A private company could 
work out arrangements both 
with the unions and the port 
authority in Seattle better 
than the government could." 

Replied the other Davis (the 
guild’s Capt. Amie): 

“As far as we were con¬ 
cerned we were dealing with 
a private company in the first 
place ~ a Ciwn corporation. 
We treat them the same 
way." 


The recommended onc-yoar 
8 per cent wage increase 
equals the minimum guide¬ 
line. but cost-of-Hvlng fea- , 
hires and fringe benefits swell 
the offering to beyond the 12- 
per-cent m'ajumum mark. 

Reliable union sources said 
the public “often overlooks” 
the fact that the guidelines 
are cwicemed with the total 
package. 

Involved In this case are the 
recommendations of Industri¬ 
al Inquiry Commissioner Bert 
Blair for a master agreement 
covering members of the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union who 
staff nearly every major hos¬ 
pital in the province. 

Blair was appointed in mid- 
December when negotiators 
for HEU and the Health 
Labor Relations Association 
failed to make headway in 
their talks. His rejiorl was 
turned in recently to Labor 
Miniater Allan Williams and 
relayed to both parties in the 
dispute. 

The last agreement expired 
at the end of last year. 

The union e.xecutive has 
recommended acceptance and 
the membership is to com- 
|)lete a ratification vote by 
next Friday. The HLRA ratifi¬ 
cation vote is scheduled for 
Monday.

almost “every resident” to 
use the ferry system, and that 
the AVIM st^ld take the 
lead in fighting any rate in¬ 
crease. 

McKni^t termed the idea 
that the ferries must pay 
their way as comi^etely inval¬ 
id and “abscriutei^ unfair” to 
Island residents. 

Aid. Bryon Latham disa¬ 
greed with McKnight. Prices 
on goods in general were 
higher on the Island and 
always would be. but this was 


no reason to make Island resi¬ 
dents a ‘‘different class of 
taxpayer letting others lub- 
sldi;^ them,” he said. 

Aid. Walter Behn said he 
agreed with the fact that the 
femes were merely part of 
the highway system and 
should be subsidized as such. 

In addition, it was impossi¬ 
ble in the gununer to go over 
to Vancouver on the ferries 
and come back the same day, 
he said. This meant even 
more expense for residents of 
the Island to go to the main¬ 
land.

Aid. Mark Ivezich said that 
the increase in ferry rates 
w’as undoubtedly of concern to 
citizens on the Island, and 
tfiat he agreed that the tarries 
should be subsidized. 

“But almost every riding on 
the Island is NDP. and frank¬ 
ly I don't think the present 
government win listen to 
oonoem,” he said. 

Aid. Jim Robertson said he 
agreed with the resolution in 
principal, but would not vote 
on it until he had seen the 
exact wording iuid intent. 

McKnight said he had no in¬ 
tention of passing on the reso¬ 
lution “until council has seen 
it,” and changed his motion 
accordingly.

DtNMAN ISLAND A 
contentious and poselbly ex-

The draft proposal was out¬ 
lined at a pohlic meeting this 
we^ and while it received 
almost unanimous supfiort 
from the 70 residents present, 
there was a call for some 
fonn of housing code to be in- 
corporatad in the plan. 

Wes Piercy. a farmer, feels 
in order for the |rian to be a 
complete, ever-alt document. 


It hai to include a building 
code. 

An attempt to institute the 
National Eluilding Code on 
Quadra Island (near Camp¬ 
bell River) has caused a rift 
an)ong residents and resulted 
in a nMjor confrontation last 
month with the Oomox-Strath- 
cona Region Board. The con¬ 
troversial issue has resulted 
in Quadra Island director 
Sam Hooley submitted his 
resignation. 

Piercy saya the question of 
a building code has not been a 
hot issue but predicts "it will 
only be a matter of time be¬ 
fore it gets a hearing here." 

Piercy points with pride to 


the fact that Denman will 
soon have itn ftrsb fireball and 
volunteer department and 
says "it seems pretty ridicu¬ 
lous to have this service and 
control the manner in 
which homes are built." 

He said there were many 
situatkHi existing on the si- 
land which gav^ him cause 
{or ooncem. Among these he 
listed homes being built in 
bush area — "a pcKential fire 
hazard" • as well as homes 
being built wMch are inacces¬ 
sible to firefighting equii)- 
ment. 

Piercy says he is not ofv 


ix36ed to homes built in "un¬ 
conventional style" but does 
feel instituting die code would 
ensure homee were "safely 
built." 

He favors implementation 
of the code because of the 
"number of houses which 
have pipe chimneys sticking 
through their walls." 

A community plan, he says, 
cannot be considered an over¬ 
all i^an without some form of 
building control. 

The draft proposal states 
that prime concern of the 
conununlty plan is to pre¬ 
serve the rural environment 
but at the same time the plan 


recognizes the inevitabUtty of 
some urban development, and 
certain areas are proposed fm* 
cluster housing. 

Meanwhile, Max Soiter- 
mann. Area A regional board 
director, the man who. repre¬ 
sents Denman Island on the 
Oomox-Strathcona Region 
Board, is on record as sui>- 
porting the building code. 

He told the regional board 
last month during discussion 
on the Quadra Island situation 
that "we live on an Island 
(Vancouver Island) and have 
to abide by the regulations of 
the National Building Oode." 

"What is so special about 
these peo|rte (on smaller is¬ 


lands) that they shouldn’t be 
treated the same?" 

Another aspect of the plan 
with which Piercy disagrees 
is a suggestion that the ferry 
now travelling between Buck- 
ley Bay and Denman be limit¬ 
ed to its present size. 

‘T am of^xised." he said, 
■'with the recommennation 
that ferry capability not be 
increased. 

"1 am a farmer and I get 
pretty steamed up if 1 have to 
wait two or three hours to get 
my produce to (Courtenay.” 

The ferry, he said, is unable 
to coi*e with the tremendous 
influx of visitors to the island 
each summer. 


Half the traffic, using the 
Denman ferry is travelling to 
neighboring Horrt^ Island. 
Piercy said. (It is necessary 
to travel across Denman to 
reach the Hornby Island ferry 
terminal.) 

Commenting on a sugges- 
Uon advanced by the Denman 
advisory planning commission 
that alternate route for a 
direct ferry to Hornby be 
studied, Piercy said the only 
alternatives would be from 
Dee|> Bay or Cbmox. 

He rules out both possibili¬ 
ties, however, "because ttiese 
are some of the worst waters 
on the entire coast." 

Piercy also notes that con¬ 


siderable money has been 
spent on docking facilities 
recently on both islands and 
"I couldn't see the goN-ern- 
ment pouring more na>ney 
into such faciUtiM." 

In keeping with the is¬ 
landers’ wish to preserve a 
rural lifestyle, the community 
plan incon>pofates bylaws 
passed last year which limit 
the minimum lot size to 10 
acres. 

Residents will be invited to 
attmd a series of meetings 
planned over the next few 
weeks to thoroughly discuss 
the plan.

Round one of renewed fight over aeademy inconelusive

Hound one ot a renewed 
to keep the Victoria Rid¬ 
ing Academy open ended in a 
tie. with tte second round 
promised for a month from 
now. 

The (^)ening *«vent at a 
council A committee meeting 
was almost a rerun ot events 
two years ago, as Oak Bay al¬ 
dermen looted for assurances 
that the 9.6 acres ot munici- 
paiIy*owned property could be 
brought up to health and fire 
standards and pay rent and 
taxes. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman 
tor the people who use the 
academy pleaded with council 
to look on the place as a rec¬ 
reation facility in need of 
some subsidizing. 

Cam Spratt said it appeared 
impossible for the academy to 
put out the $30,000 needed ior 
repairs, and pay manage¬ 
ment. rent and tax expenses. 

The financial state of the 
academy is unknown, he said. 

No books have been kept, 
and owners Don and GUeen 
Cariey appear to operate on a 
day-to^ay basis Spratt said. 

However, he said, an inter¬ 
ested group of parents has got 
together and it is possible that 
some money can be raised for 
necessary repairs. 

He felt that a compromise 
list ci repairs might cut the 
amount needed to $20,000. 

Spratt said the most impor¬ 
tant question to be answered 
was whether council would 
accept the academy as part of 
community recreation. 

Other sports such as swim¬ 
ming and tennis were accept¬ 
ed, and subsidized by council, 
he said. 

Aid. John Goult suggested 
the academy was already sub¬ 
sidized since it paid only $200 
a month rent for a “very valu¬ 
able a piece of property" 
(assessed value of the land is 
$115,000 an acre). 


Spratt. who said the Carteys 
had taken out a personal loan 
to pay $10,000 in back taxes, 
suggested that council should 
forgive the $7,000 annual 
taxes on the property. 

Mayor Brian Smith said 
^at if council started to do 
that, other private and semi¬ 
private recreational chiba 
such as golf courses would 
have similar claims. 

Aid. Shorley Dowell said 


council wpuld not negotiate on 
taxes. 

'Taxes are due and payable 
at the end of June." she said. 

Council, she said, was not 
unreasonable. 

"But it would be tenibte if 
there was a fire out tt>ere 
with the horses and children. 
It is a fire hazard." 

Council, she- said, had to 
have assurances that the aca¬ 
demy would be able to sur¬ 
vive and payltB way. 


"We are not going to let this 
arise again." she warned. 

Two years ago, she said, a 
group of parents had got to¬ 
gether and said they would 
try to get financial statements 
and put the academy back on 
Its feet. 

Nothing had been done. 

"It saddens roe that the 
Carleya took out another loan. 

"This is what happened two 
years ago and they could use 
that money to live on." 


Ex-Saanich alderman

F. aifford Adams, a Vic- 
toria-bom former North Saan¬ 
ich Alderman and weU known 
yachtsman of earlier years in 
Victoria, died Thursday in 
Royal Jubilee Hospital a^r a 
brief illness.

Marguei’ite 
leasing 
puzzles 
sea unions 


Transport Minister Jack 
Davis says the government 
has changed its mind about 
selling the steamship Princes* 
Marguerite and now intends 
to lease it. 

But some union officials 
were puzzling Thursday over 
his claim that a private lease 
arrangement would help solve 
wage negotiation proidems. 

Capt. Amie Davis. Van¬ 
couver secretary of the Cana¬ 
dian Merchant Service Guild, 
said the reasoning seemed 
vague, but added; 

"That isn’t surprising. His 
mouth seems to be running 
ahead of his brain.” 

Earlier this month the 
transport minister was ac¬ 
cused of trying to “scuttle" 
the Marguerite by rejecting 
tentative contract settlements 
between the government- 
formed B.C. Steamship Co. 
and three unions, including 
the guild. He said the pro¬ 
posed settlements called for 
wage increases 25 to 30 per 
cent and surpassed the feder¬ 
al anti-indalion guidelines. 

But In Thursday’s an¬ 
nouncement he said it wa* 
hoped the leasing of the ship 
would enable H to sail as 
scheduled by May 18. 

The minister’s announce¬ 
ment was contained in a news 
release. He was unavailable 
for comment. 

He said in the announce¬ 
ment that a decision would be 
made before the. end of next 
week on which company 
w*ould take over the ship’s 
operatical." 

The government is Inviting 
bids for the lease. Two pri¬ 
vate groups have indicated in¬ 
terest. 

Both groups, according to 
the minister, are prepaid to 
operate It on the Victoria- 
.Seatlle run and use it for ad¬ 
ditional cruises. 

"A private lease arrange¬ 
ment would help to solve two 
problems." the news release 
said. 

"One is satisfactory negoti¬ 
ations of wage rates with the 
unions Involved. The other Is 
securing suitable terminal fa¬ 
cilities in Seattle. 

"A private company could 
work out arrangements both 
with the unkxis and the port 
authority in Seattle better 
than the government could.” 

Replied the other Davis (the 
guild’s Cap4. Amie): 

"As far as we were con¬ 
cerned wre were dealing with 
a private company in the first 
place — a crown corporation. 
We treat (hem the same 
way.” . ' 


The rciommcndcd one-year 
8 per cent wage increase 
equals the minimum guide¬ 
line. but cost-of-living fea¬ 
tures and fringe benefits swell 
the offering to beyond (he 12 - 
l>cr-cent maximum mark. 

Reliable union sources said 
the public "often overlooks" 
the fact that the guidelines 
are concerned with the total 
package. 

Involved in this case are the 
recommendations of Industri¬ 
al Inquiry Commissi(M>er Bert 
Blair for a master agreemait 
covering members of the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union who 
staff nearly every ma.k>r hos¬ 
pital in the province. 

Blair was appointed in mid- 
December when negotiators 
for HEU and (he Health 
Labor Relations Association 
failed to make headw’ay in 
their talks.
